SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— Drought-plagued North- 
ern Californians face the 
very real possibility of scat- 
tered blackouts because of 
the related shortage of hyd- 
roelectric power, energy 
experts agree. 

ower generation may 
drop to 20 or 30 percent of 
normal levels if there isn’t 
more rain and snow to re- 
plenish reservoirs feeding 
more than five dozen 
power-generating plants, 
spokesmen say. 

“We're hoping to brin; 
about a shotgun wedding o 
all the major public utilities 
in the state to coordinate 
distribution of what power 
there is,” said Robert Ham 
of the California Energy 
Commission - 

If the summer is not too 
hot and the public cooper- 
ates in trimming its use of 
electricity, “rolling black- 
outs” can be avoided, said 
Hamm, the commission’s 
emergency planner. 

Under the rolling blackout 
system, pre-selected areas 
would lose power for a short 
period, then the blackout 


would be moved to other * 


areas, Ham explained. 

To most, the blackout 
might mean only the loss of 
an electric clock or air con- 
ditioning for a couple ‘of 
hours, but the power inter- 
ruption would be disastrous 
to others. 

Inthe San Joaquin Valley, 
for instance, pouey far- 
mers need 24 hours a day 
electricity to ventilate

Learning toread your own 
water meter is an exact way 
to tell if household water 
ested is being kept 
within the 280-gallon daily 
limit set this week by the 
East Bay Municipal Utility 
District (EBMUD) during 
the current water shortage. 

Learning how is simple 
once a few basic facts are 
known. 

A home’s water meter is 
usually located in the 
driveway or in front of it on 
the sidewalk. An oval con- 
crete cover identifies it. 
Getting the cover off may 
require a bit of exertion. A 
prying tool inserted into a 

ole in the cover will be 


helpful. 
Inside the hole is the me- 
ter. A cap covers the 


gauges. Itis hinged and flips 
over easily. 

Be leery of spiders and 
other insects as you reach 
into the hole. 

Two kinds of meters are 
used by EBMUD. One is the 
straight-reading meter, 
which is easy to read. The 
other is a round-reading me- 
ter, which is prevalent and 
requires more study. 

he straight-reading 
meter is simple; On the first 
check just record the cubic 
feet number. Include the 
painted-on zero. 

Make another check 24 
hours later. Subtract the 
first day’s reading from the 
second. The answer tells

There are 
about 7.5 gallons of water in 
a cubic foot. Multiple 7.5 
times the cubic foot total 
and the answer will be the 
number of gallons used 
since the [phar reading. 

As for the round-reading 
meter, there are six dials in 
a circle. Every second one 
runs counterclockwise. The 
others run clockwise. This is 
easy enough to understand 
by noting the direction of the 
numbers on each. 

To make a full reading, 
start with the 10,000 cubic 
feet pause. Write down the 
number the arrow has pas- 
sed, no matter how close the 
arrow is to the next number. 
Then do the other gauges.

Apparently East Bay 
Municipal Water District’s 
announcement of mandat- 
ory rationing came as no 
surprise to residents who 
had been anticipating the 
move for some two months. 
But, in what seems to have 
become a conditioned re- 
flex, callers staged the 
standard protest. 

The utility firm’s switch- 
board was flooded with 
calls, for several days, 
some requesting additional 
information, others asking 
for special consideration, 
and a few expressing irrita- 
tion with rationing on any 
basis. 

Today, however, East 
Bay householders are 
calmly facing up to the grim 
reality of a critical water 
shortage — a drought that 
may become the worst in 
California’s history. 

Results of the state’s first 
1977 snow survey (a key 
method in estimating spring 
snowmelt runoff) projects 
this season’s runoff at 20 to 
62 percent of normal. Aver- 
age for the Central Valley is 
estimated at 40 percent. 

EBMUD directors, to ba- 
lance supply and demand, 
last week decreed a 25 per- 
cent cut in the supply of 
some 200,000 homes in the 
district. Effective as of Feb- 
rary 8, each household will 
be alloted 280 gallons per

He voiced 
doubt about statewide ra- 
tioning, but refused to rule it 
out, Brown had stiff warn- 
ings for residents in South- 
ern California, saying de- 
spite relative water-wealth 
ithere, they must begin to 
save for the arid North, 
locked in the grip of a two- 
year drought. 

“When people are facing 
bankruptcy in water-short 
Northern California, they 
view with dismay the filling 
of swimming pools in South- 
ern California and the con- 
struction of new recrea- 
tional lakes,”’ he said. 
Some 24 hours after 
Brown’s warning was is- 
sued, an agreement was 
reached by Federal, state 
and county agencies on 
plans to divert some 10 mill- 
ions gallons of water per 
day, meant for Southern 
California, to the hard-hit 
districts of Northern and 
Central California. 

Under the proposal, and 
at an estimated cost of 
$500,000, water would be di- 
verted within 60 days from 
the California Water Proj- 
ect, pumped through East 
Bay Municipal Water Dis- 
trict pipelines to Pt. 
Richmond, and then taken 
by pipeline or barges to 
parched Marin. 

The unique proposal has 
sparked a controversy over 
the plan.

Cutback 
of PG&E 
voltage 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co. plans an immediate 
three percent reduction in 
the service voltage level to 
its residential and commer- 
cial customers as an addi- 
tional energy conservation 
measure. 

Elmer Kaprelian, man- 
ager of PG&E power con- 
trol, said Tuesday that the 
cut in voltage — pressure of 
electric current which could 
be compared to water pres- 
sure in a garden hose — 
would have no noticeable ef- 
fect on customers while sav- 
ing energy in generating 
power. 

George Amaroli, a state 
Public Utilities Commission 
engineer, estimated savings 
could equal about one mill- 
ion barrels of oil annually. 

“It will be a dramatic sav- 
ings in energy,’’ said 
Amaroli. “PG&E is the first 
utility in the country to 
make a permanent con- 
tribution in this regard (vol- 
tage reduction) for energy 
conservation.”’ 

Amaroli said the staff has 
been recommending a se- 
quential five percent vol- 
tage reduction but the con- 
sensus was that an im- 
mediate three percent re- 
duction would bring greater 
savings initially. 

PG&E said its decision 
was based on field tests 
which indicated few cus- 
tomers were aware of the 
reduction. 

Normally customers get 
an average service voltage 
in the 114-126 volt range for 
the nominal 120 volt system. 

The new policy will mean 
that 122 volts will be consi- 
dered the normal upper ser- 
Vice voltage limit instead of 
126 volts.

(c) OUTDOOR PUBLIC GATHERINGS 

Natural gas should not be caused or permitted to be used 
for recreational or cultural activities without a reasonable reduction of 
the normal or usual amount used by that customer for the same, or 


For some time, it has been clear that the nations dwindling 
natural gas supplies were approaching the crisis stage. Now, the crisis 
is here. And none of us is exempt from its effects. 


HERE’S THE SITUATION 


In compliance with the President's goals and directives, our state 
Public Utilities Commission has ordered the curtailment of Californians’ 
use of natural gas. And it has approved PG&E's transfer of large 
amounts of natural gas to eastern areas for essential uses. 

The crisis goes far beyond this winter's weather-related gas 
shortage. There may never again be abundant supplies of gas 
anywhere in the nation—even in California; which is relatively well 
supplied today. 

All Californians are asked to eliminate uses of natural gas that are 
beyond the minimum needs of human comfort, that are not an industrial 
necessity, and that are not required to meet air quality standards. 


HERE'S WHAT THE COMMISSION'S ORDER SAYS: 


Prohibitions, Conservation and Curtailment Provisions 


(a) ADVERTISING AND DECORATIVE LIGHTING 

(1) Natural gas shall not at any time be caused or permitted 
to be used for outdoor decorative lighting, torches, flares, or any similar 
form of gas lighting. 

(2) Natural gas shall not at any time be caused or permitted to 

' be used for indoor decorative purposes, such as artificial fireplace 

logs, except in such cases as such use of natural gas is primarily for the 
purpose of space heating and human comfort. 


(b) COMFORT HEATING AND COOLING 

(1) During business hours, natural gas should not, at any time, 
be caused or permitted to be used in any commercial or industrial 
establishments to provide heat to raise the temperature therein above 
65°F, except where other temperatures are specifically required by 
law, or for medical reasons. 

(2) Natural gas used by all hotel, motel, and similar guest 
accommodation establishments and restaurants should not be used to 
heat vacant guest rooms. The 65°F temperature in occupied rooms 
should be reduced to 55°F during sleeping hours, except where other 
temperatures are required by law. ; . 

(3) Natural gas should not be caused or permitted to be 
used by residences, apartments and condominiums above 65°F during 
the active hours of the day and not above 55° during the sleeping _ 
hours, except for medical reasons and where other temperatures are 


required by law.

(d) INDOOR BUSINESS HEATING 


(1) Natural gas shall not be caused or permitted to be used 
for heating the interior of any business establishment during that period 
of time that said establishment is not carrying on the usual and 


customary activities of that business. 


(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (d) (1) 
hereof, a business establishment may provide sufficient heating at all 
times to provide a minimal level required to prevent pipe freezing 


or other damage. 


(3) Nothing in these subsections shall be construed to hinder or 
prohibit ordinary and customary maintenance and janitorial services 
at times other than those during which the business establishment is 


carrying on the usual and customary activities of that business. 


(e) SWIMMING POOL HEATING 


Natural gas shall not be caused or permitted to be used for 
the purpose of swimming pool heating unless such heating is required 


for medical purposes. 


(f) COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL PROCESS 
Every effort should be made to reduce natural gas usage. 


HERE'S WHAT YOU SHOULD DO 


The success of the Commission's order depends in large measure on 
the cooperation that Americans traditionally give in national emergencies. 
In that spirit, there are many things you can and should do—if 
you haven't already—in addition to what the Order requires. They 
are mainly the things PG&E has been urging you to do: 


O Insulate and weatherstrip. 


O) Make sure your furnace is working efficiently and that the filter

Sectlon 1: The Albany City 
Code is hereby amended by ad- 
ding Section 2.28-1 thereto, 
which shall read as follows: 

“Sec. 2.28-1. 
Walver of Requirements 
of Government Code 
Section 66428 

“The requirements of Section 
66428 of the Government Code 
may be waived by the City En- 
gineer upon the finding that the 
divisions of land being consi- 
dered or the longterm lease being 
granted does not alter land con- 
figurations in such a way as to 
create problems of access to any 
property or lot size or frantage of 
any property nor create any new 
lot nor impose adverse effects 
upon surrounding property. 

“The granting of a waiver by the 
City Engineer shall also be con- 
‘ditioned upon a finding that the 
Subdivision Map Act when view- 
ed with this Ordinance does nat 
prohibit such waiver. 

“It shall be the duty of the City 
Engineer to insure the City Coun- 
cil of his intention to apply the 
exemption before the exemption 
is applied, so that Council can 
review the section, and take ap- 
Propriate action.’ 

Section 2: This Ordinance shall be 
published once in the ‘‘Albany 
Times,'' a newspaper of general circu- 
lation within fhe City of Albany, which 
said newspaper is designated for that 
purpose, and shall become effective 
on and after its final passage, adop- 
tion and publication.
